Class  History 


In  September  of  the  year  nineteen  thirty-four,  Fayetteville  High  School  became  the  object  of 
invasion  by  a  merry  body  of  mischievous  but  otherwise  ambitious  students.  This  hand  of  green 
Freshmen  with  approximately  160  in  number  called  a  council  and  elected  Billy  Shaw  president 
with  Ruth  Fraser  co-helper  and  vice  president.  We  chose  the  White  American'  Beauty  Rose  for 
the  class  flower  and  adopted  the  motto:  "Struggle  Upward."  No  sooner  had  we  recovered  from 
much  of  our  fear  and  timidity  than  we  were  confronted  with  examinations.  Through  the  united 
efforts  of  our  teachers,  and  through  the  will  to  do,  we  succeeded  in  overcoming  this  terrible  monster 
and  thus   began   that  steady   march   upward  toward   graduation. 

After  an  absence  of  three  months  this  band  of  hardy  Freshmen  entered  again  the  portals  of 
dear  F.H.S.  and,  as  Sophomores,  we  renewed  our  mighty  stride  toward  Seniordom.  Josephine 
Howard  was  chosen  leader  of  this  band  which  numbered  now  over  six  score  and  ten,  and  Joe  Huske 
was  made  vice  president.  To  our  president  fell  the  duty  of  guiding  the  class  through  a  second 
year  of  knowledge  and  wisdom;  and  this  year  through  the  careful  guidance  of  the  Faculty  and  our 
president,  our  members  met  with  much  success  in  the  various  fields  of  activities.  We  had  indeed 
met  and  finished  with  great  success  the  second   milestone  of  the  journey. 

In  September  1936.  we  began  our  third  year  and  again  the  name  of  the  class  was  changed. 
Now  we  were  Juniors,  one  more  stop  and  victory  was  ours.  Again  a  meeting  was  arranged  and 
that  year  Jim  Barnes  was  declared  president  witli  Billy  Shaw  to  assist  him  as  vice  president. 
The  secretary  and  treasurer  for  this  year  were  Anna  Sutton  and  Ruth  Fraser.  In  this  third  year 
of  growth  in  dignity,  one  of  the  first  duties  which  fell  upon  the  Juniors  was  to  choose  a  class 
ring.  This  was  done  with  much  thought  and  consideration.  Towards  the  close  of  the  year,  our 
upper  classmen,  the  Seniors,  were  gaily  sent  on  their  way  by  a  very  successful  Junior-Senior. 
Marshals  were  elected  to  take  part  in  the  Class  Day  exercises  and  to  the  position  of  Chief  Mar- 
shal, George  Matthews  was  unanimously  elected.  In  athletics,  Billy  Shaw,  Herman  Bishop. 
Robert  Powell.  Paul  Miller,  and  Victor  Gue  supported  the  Senior  Class  by  participating  in  foot- 
ball. Likewise  we  were  fortunate  in  having  three  Juniors  on  the  Triangular  Debating  team- 
Lucille  Paton,  Jane  Holcombe,  and  Herbert  Sherman.  In  the  Student  Council  we  were  well  repre- 
sented by  Dorothy  Dixon,  Anna  Sutton,  Allene  Rose,  and  Bobby  Rainey.  In  the  Dramatic  Club 
Dorothy  Dixon  was  chosen  President.  Further  honors  were  bestowed  upon  the  class  at  the  end  of 
the   year   by  James   Martin   winning   the   Junior   Stedman  Essay  Prize. 

As  the  fall  of  the  year  nineteen  thirty-seven  rolled  in  the  Juniors  were  well  aware  of  their  posi- 
tion. They  were  now  embarking  upon  their  last  stretch  of  conquest  as  Seniors  of  F.H.S.  Again 
Jim  Barnes  was  selected  President  and  Billy  Shaw,  Vice  President.  Some  of  the  many  activities 
engaged  in  by  the  class  were:  The  Editor-in-Chief  of  the  LaFamac,  Lucille  Paton,  and  Business 
Manager,  Joe  Huske;  President  of  the  Boys  Hi-Y.  Billy  Shaw;  President  of  the  Girls  Hi-Y.  Anna 
Sutton;  First  Junior  Rotarian,  John  Oliver;  Editor-in-Chief  of  Our  Ink,  Edna  O'Hair.  In  tennis 
we  were  upheld  by  Eugene  Sutton  as  number  one  man.  As  superlatives,  Billy  Shaw  and  Anna  Sutton 
led  as  best-all-round.  Dorothy  Dixon  and  Billy  Lynn  were  chosen  prettiest  and  handsomest, 
Victor  Gue  and  Eutha  Ponton,  most  popular  boy  and  girl.  James  Martin  and  Ruth  Fraser  as
